
OLVER ANNOUNCES HOUSE APPROVES $1 MILLION FOR DOWNTOWN PITTSFIELD STREETSCAPING

  
       WASHINGTON, D.C. ­ Congressman John W. Olver (D-1st District) announced that the U.S. House of Representatives has approved a funding bill that includes $1,000,000 for downtown Pittsfield streetscaping.

  Olver secured the funding in the FY08 Transportation, Housing and Urban Development (HUD) Appropriations bill, which the House passed on July 24. 

   Olver is Chairman of the Appropriations Subcommittee on Transportation and HUD and worked in that role to secure the funding under the Federal Transit Administration's Bus and Bus Facilities Program.

  The Senate must still approve its appropriations bill and then both chambers will have to approve a reconciled bill before it goes to the president's desk to be signed into law.

  "The project will further revitalize downtown Pittsfield," Olver said. "It will boost the arts and culture elements of downtown, encourage new private investment in downtown, and make the environment friendlier for residents and tourists alike."

  The streetscaping initiative for downtown Pittsfield involves decorative paving, period lighting, trees with grates or cobble surrounding them, flower planters and planting areas, public art and historical statues, plaques, and other installations and improvements.

   The goal of streetscaping is to make downtown Pittsfield more attractive and appealing to pedestrians, enhance the city's unique characteristics and improve the environment for residents, tourists and businesses.

  "Berkshire County as a whole will benefit from downtown Pittsfield Streetscaping.  Pittsfield is the economic center of the county and the city's economy affects the regional economy," Congressman John Olver said.

    Congressman Olver secured $1.8 million for the first phase of this project in FY06 funds.
